DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the last 
non-final Office action dated February 24, 2005, claims 1-53 were rejected as 
anticipated by Takeuchi (USP 5,239,393). 

Response to February 24, 2005 Office action claims 1-14, 18, 19 and 49 have 
been amended, claims 21-48, 50-53 have been canceled and claims 1-20 and 49 are 
currently pending. 

With respect to claims 1,11 and 49 applicant's remarks/arguments indicated on 
page 7 of the last 2 paragraph stated that the prior art does not disclose the 
suspend/resume function of the present invention, which includes power off and power 
on operation of the host computer. More specifically, the reading interruption of the 
reading apparatus in the prior art occurs when the host computer is performing other 
jobs while it is powered on, as discussed on page 7 of last two paragraph. 

Examiner agrees with applicant's argument and the last Office action have been 
withdrawn. A further search has been updated based on the amended limitation of 
the independent claims 1,11 and 49. 

However, the prior art searched and of the record neither anticipates nor 
suggests the claimed invention of the present application as amended. 
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Therefore, claims 1-20 and 49 have been allowed for the reasons indicated in 
applicants remarks page 7, lines 17 through 30.
